GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF INSURANCE 


E 


VEN 'those 
\vho are 
skeptical of the sincerity of 


Thomas W. Lawson in his exposure of the methods 


of "high finance" and who believe that in his attacks on 
what he terms the "system" are made with a view to fur- 
thering his own ends, will a^ree that there is a*world of 
truth in what he says concerning the present method in 
•vogue in handling the enormous reserve funds in the in- 
surance companies of this country. Speaking of the ad- 
vantages (hat would accrue to the holders of life insur- 
ance were these great accumulations under government 
control, Mr L»awson says: 


"It is a constant temptation to the men who have 


charge of it, to use It for their own profit, a ripe menace 
to the people's'interest?. Think what it would mean to the 
policy holders in these huge institutions if tomorrow 'the 
government could take possession of ;heir billion and a 
quarter of assets, turn them into the federal treasury in 
the form of cash, first selling all the tariff which they have 
piled up during the past thirty years. With the federal 
government's guarantee stamped across the face of every 
policy, it would become ns good as a government bond. 
All the government would have to do would be to have 
each policy holder once a year pay in at 
its 
custom 


houses, its postofflces 
or 
its 
subtivasuries the actual 


amount of money necessary to pay what his policy called 


for. 


This would at once reduce the expense of running thes^ 


institutions, eliminate graft and immensely cheapen the 
charge for insurance. The reduction of insurance premi- 
ums to a fair amount annually would relieve one of the 
greatest drains on the income of the people, and, above 
all. the "System's" mechanism would be deprived of one 
of its main flywheels. But President Roosevelt cannot un- 
der the constitution of the United States perform his act, 
so we must look elsewhere for relief."

WELL LIGHTED STREETS 


I 


N view of the general demand for more thorough light- 


ing of business streets in Reno, a statement by J. W. 


Wood on what has been 
accomplished 
in 
St. 
L.ouis 


which appears in the 
September 
issue 
of Municipal 


Journal and Engineer will be of interest. The writer says: 


'The modern electrical illumination of cities is a pow- 


erful agency for the prevention of crime and the protec- 
tion of citizens; The best lighted city or town will have 
less crime than the city or town which, through false 
economy, reduces the number of lights to such an ex- 
tent that crime and murder prevail to an unusual degree. 
One thing is certain. If you decrease your lighting you will 
be compelled to increase your police power, and if you 
have a well lighted city your police power can be reduced. 
"Who would not prefer a well lighted city or town to 
a poorly lighted city, even though it were well policed? 


"Not only ths, but well lighted streets are an ex- 


cellent advertisement to a city and encourage people to 
come out n the evenings, so that they are enabled to 
familiarize themselves with goods on display and to make 
purchases on such evenings as the stores are open and 
adds to the greater convenience of people attending thea- 
ters, churches, clubs and other places of public assembly. 
I.os Angeles has found that the system of electroliers 
•with which the streets of the central portion of the bus- 
iness area are lighted is such a success that It is being 
largely extended."
